AMERICAN newspaper enterprise is pro- 
verbial, but it takes a rather unexpected 
form in the New York Herald of the 29th 
September. Under the beading. “ Me- 
morable mesting of Orient and Oovident,” 
our contemporary presenta its’ readers 
with what he is pleased to term a “ ver- 
batim report in two languages,”. of the 
joe dee by the President of the Chinese 
Atbaseador—one of the two, languages 
being. of course English and the other 
Chinese, Although the whole of the 
report does hot appear in Chinese, yet. 
the namer of the Chief Minister, Ohin Lan 


"] Pin and the Chinese Secretary of Lega- 


tion, Yung Wing; the Minister's ad- 
dress to the President, and his oreden- 
tisls,- are all. given in bold Chinese 


foharacters, There. is, howover, ‘one 


feature in the affair which requires some 
explunation. The whole report is head- 
ed” By telegraph.” .. Had the words been 
“By telephone” ourdificulty in the matter 
right not have arisen, but how the Wash- 
ington. reporter of the Herald managed 
to telegraph the Chinese of Chin Lan 
Pin's address. and credentials to New 
York is a mystery, which tho Editor. of 
our American contemporary would have 
done. well to explain. We are afraid 
that in this matter. the Herald has been 
just a little too amart, for itis cortain 
thatthe Obinése was not sent by tele- 
a h as the heading of the report 
indicates. The only explanation we 
can. afford is that the copies -of the 
address..and credentials were procured 
beforehand, and despatched by train. 
En passant, we observe that the Herald 
announces that its circulation on the 
previous day was. 106,162. We have 
often heard it asserted that the Herald 
was the largest paper in size and circula- 
tion in the world, Neither of these state- 
ments seems to be correct, Although 
the copy of the Herald before us is of 
an exceptionally large’ size, yet it only 
numbers 14 pages‘as against the usual 16 
of the London Zimes, while its peges are 
fully one-third smaller, than those of its 
English rival. As to. circulation, . the 
number of copies” of - the .Liondon 
Standard printed daily is frequently 
published, in a certified form, at from 
170,000. to 180,000, while the cir- 
onlation of the Daily Telegraph is 
known to be much. larger than that 
of any of -its. metropolitan . contem- 

varies, and: probably now reaches 
200,000, Taking therefore the citcula- 
tion of the. Herald at its own figures— 


| which by the way sre not certified as is 


the case with its London rivals—one or 
two of the leading Englieh pspers must 
be held to have nearly double the cir. 
culation of. the: enterprising New York- 
journal, It would indeed be rather sur-
